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Green and Hubbard Give 
Legislation Wrap-up

Greenbelt representatives to 
the Maryland General Assembly 
reported on their legislative ac- 
tivities at the May 20 meeting of 
the Greenbelt Democratic Club. 
Only two of the four were 
present — Senator Leo Green 
and Delegate James Hubbard. 

Hubbard kicked off the report 
by telling the audience that the 
legislature had approved direct 
aid to Prince George’s County 
totalling $476,000,000. Some of 
that was an increase in state aid 
for police protection, which was 
increased from $1,200 to $1,800 
per officer (an increase for 
Greenbelt of $30,000 that the city 
intends to put to use in adopting 
its budget for the new fiscal 
year). 

Electric Deregulation 

Hubbard is on the Environ- 
ment Committee which, among 
other things, deals with the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. The big 
issue this session was deregula- 
tion of the electric utilities. 
Hubbard voted against the final 
legislation. He felt that the ben- 
eficiaries were the stockholders 
of Baltimore Gas and Electric, 
and PEPCO, Although the bill 
puts a cap on electric rates for 
five years, he expects a 7% in- 
crease after that. Hubbard is also 
concerned that cheaper, but more 
polluting, fuel will be used to 
generate power in order for the

unregulated utilities to save 
money. 

Later on, Green expressed his 
dissatisfaction that the deregula- 
tion bill had prohibited local gov- 
ernments from getting together 
and aggregately purchasing power 
in order to cut costs. 

Gasoline Emissions 

Hubbard supported a bill to 
reduce sulphur in gasoline from 
300 to 30 parts per million. 
With that restriction, he believes 
the vehicle emission inspection 
program could be eliminated. in a 
couple years. Sulphur, like lead, 
destroys catalytic converters. 

Health 

Significant health bills enacted 
included requiring reimbursement 
for non-institutional health care. 
Hubbard believes that in many 
instances it is cheaper and better 
for care to be provided at home 
than-in a health care facility. 
Another bill provides for hearing 
screening for newborn children. 
This early screening can elimi- 
nate about 50% of hearing prob- 
lems, which now often are not 
found until it is too late. It costs 
about $48 to screen a newborn 
child, and the insurance compa- 
nies have agreed to include the 
coverage in their insurance poli- 
cies. 

Ethics 

The legislature passed a 
tougher ethics bill, but Hubbard

Crime Coverage Policies —

The City Council held a stake- 
holders meeting with representa- 
tives of the press on Wednesday, 
June 2. Two staff members, Su- 
san Sulney and Sarah Mark, at- 
tended for the Washington Post; 
Leah Greve for the Prince 
George’s Post; Karl Hille, of the 
Greenbelt Gazette; and Mary Lou 
Williamson, of the Greenbelt 
News Review. Each was given a 
packet of city-produced informa- 
tion, including the annual report, 
a sample city council agenda with 
comments, and a Greenbelt Day 
Weekend flyer. 

The Post reporter, Susan 
Sulney, was glad to learn of the 
special weekend. She explained 
that the new Prince George’s Ex- 
tra, a 32-page section published 
on Wednesdays, is still the new 
kid on the block. The Post has 
made a huge commitment, she 
said, toward better local coverage. 
The staff, which works out of 
Upper Marlboro, is trying to 
cover the most interesting news 
happening in the county, she said. 

She herself reports on events 
county wide and is learning her 
way around, she noted. Her most 
recent Greenbelt story was on the 
renovation of the Mother and 
Child statue. 

Greve for the Prince George’s 
Post also covers only the most 


important issues and has occa- 
sionally covered a city council 
meeting. Council was more fa- 
miliar with both Hille and 
Williamson and their newspapers. 

The coverage of crime news 
was the reason for the meeting. 
Council has been unhappy for 
some time with the Post’s publi- 
cation of Greenbelt’s crime news. 
Where were the reports from the 
other municipalities? Prince 
George’s County has 27 towns 
and cities, of which only 
Greenbelt, Laurel, and Hyattsville 
provide crime news. The Prince 
George’s County Police Depart- 
ment, councilmembers noted, only 
issues reports on burglaries. 
Why, they asked. Certainly there 
must be lots of more serious 
crimes. 

Sarah Mark responded. The 
Post policy is to “not trim or 
edit” crime news from any politi- 
cal jurisdiction. That policy, she 
noted, has remained unchanged 
for the 19 years she had been in- 
volved with crime news at the 
Post. “We run everything we 
get.” 

As for the county’s report, she 
said, we “see it as an incomplete 
report.” The Post is working hard 
with the county police department 
to find a technically appropriate 
manner to transmit the very size- 
able amount of data to the Post,

Awarded for Service

On Monday, May 24, at the 
Greenbek City Council meeting, 
Mayor Judith Davis presented 
two awards recognizing special 
service. One award recognized 
an institution important in the 
city, the other an individual. 
Both have provided valuable ser- 
vices for many years. The 
Greenbelt Library, a landmark of 
the city’s history, was honored 
for serving Greenbelt for 60 
years. Present at the ceremony 
were members of the Friends of 
the Greenbelt Library and former 
librarian Betty Allen. 

The library, which was estab- 
lished on June 10, 1939, began 
in what was then the Center 
School location. The two rooms 
served as schoolrooms during the 
day and as a community library 
in the evening. 

In 1955 the library became 
the 10th branch of the Prince 
George’s Memorial Library Sys- 
tem. In 1965 a major event in 
the library’s history occurred 
when city residents were given 
funding from the state to build 
the library in its current location. 
In 1970 the library on Crescent 
Rd., adjacent to the community 
center, was opened. — 

Following the presentation of 
a certificate from Major Judith 
Davis and a photograph of li- 
brary representatives and city 
council members, librarian Allen 
commented on the occasion. 
“I’m not sure,” she said, “that 
Greenbelt always appreciates 
what it’s got and I’m not sure 
Prince George’s County appreci- 
ates what a good system this is.” 

The final presentation of the 
night was unexpected yet well 
deserved. Following the library 
presentation, Mayor Judith Davis 
surprised City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin with an award for 
his long service to the city when 
she presented him with a certifi- 
cate from the Maryland Munici- 
pal League for his service on the 
MML’s 1999 Legislative Com- 
mittee.

All were dressed in their best 
clothes, and carried a red rose 
and tri-color cord representing 
the French flag. All were indi- 
vidually introduced with their 
school honors and activities high- 
lighted. 

LeJural was the first to take 
center stage. She was described 
as an outstanding student who 
has devoted time to the American 
Red Cross, the yearbook, and the 
school newspaper. She works 
part-time as a supervisor at the 
movie theaters in Beltway Plaza. 

Midway through the proceed- 
ings, Francois Bujon de L’Estang, 
Ambassador of France, entered 
the auditorium and took the 
stage. He addressed the students 
in French, complimenting them 
on their successful completion of 
the difficult program and finished 
with a heartfelt “Bon Chance!” 
— Good Luck! 

Dr. Pat Barr-Harrison, Super- 
visor of Foreign Languages for 
the county schools, praised the 
students who “stayed the course.” 
This was a reference both to the 
students present who had worked 
hard for so many years and to 
those students absent who had 
chosen other programs at differ- 
ent schools at the middle and 
high school level. She intro- 
duced a number of teachers, prin- 
cipals, parents, and others who 
had helped make the French Im- 
mersion program and this gradu- 
ating class a reality. Jim 
Henderson, Greenbelt’s school 
board representative, was also 
present in the audience. Domin- 
ique Malicet, from the embassy,

chemistry and physics teacher at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
won the Presidential Award for 
Excellence in Mathematics and 
Science Teaching on April 30. 
He was one of 210 teachers hon- 
ored for their exemplary skill, 
performance, and leadership in 
their schools. Included with the 
honor is an award of $7,500, 
which may be spent at Hendley’s 
discretion to advance mathematics 
and science education within 
ERHS and Prince George’s 
County. 

All winners of the awards and 
their spouses enjoyed an all-ex- 
penses paid trip to Washington, 
D.C., this week. Featured during 
the trip were a dinner at the 
White House, a tour of the State 
Department, and a cruise on the 
Odyssey. They participated in 
professional development activi- 
ties with fellow winners as well 
as discussions with top-level edu- 
cation policy makers and mem- 
bers of Congress. 

To be considered, Hendley was

required to document his qualifi- 
cations, accomplishments, and 
professional success. He says 
his “goal is for every student to 
be successful.” To do that he 
uses a variety of activities be- 
cause every individual has a 
unique learning style. He incor- 
porates question and answer pe- 
riods with lectures, discussion 
groups, labs, teamwork, films, 
and home projects. 

This is not the first recogni- 
tion Hendley has received in his 
20 years of teaching. Last year 
he was a State finalist for the 
Presidential Award and received 
$750 in discretionary funds. In 
1997-98 he received the Leo 
Schubert Award for Chemistry 
Teacher of the Year for the 


_ Washington Area. GTE awarded 


him a grant in 1995-96, and he 
is listed in Who’s Who in Ameri- 
can teaching and technology. 
The Presidential Award, which 
is administered by the National 
Science Foundation, recognizes 
teachers as national role models. 
Hendley suggests that “lots of 
teachers deserve awards.”

December 1998, he was offered the 
opportunity to spend a third year in 
Tanzania.

Summer Safety Tips 
Offered by Police

This is the time of year to en- 
joy the beautiful weather; how- 
ever, people also tend to forget 
personal safety. This is the time 
of year when doors and windows 
are left open to provide ventila- 
tion. The problem is that oppor- 
tunistic criminals are on the look- 
out for easy targets. Following 
these basic tips may help reduce 
the risk of becoming a victim. 

¢ If it has a lock, use it. Most 
people enjoy opening doors and 
windows after a long winter. The 
problem is that an open door or 
window can be used by a rapist, 
burglar, thief or killer. 

¢ If one has a window open, 
don’t open it more than three 
inches and be sure to install a pin 
or lock so it can’t be opened 
more than that. 

¢ Don’t walk alone if it can 
be avoided. If a person must 
walk alone, call someone at your 
destination and tell them when to 
expect you or have someone meet 
you when you arrive. 

e Try to have someone with 
you when doing laundry in a 
laundry room. Park only in the 
most well-lighted areas of any 
parking lot. 

* Avoid areas that can invite a 
crime, such as: alleys, secluded 
parking areas, laundry rooms, or 
any area that makes one appre- 
hensive. 

¢ All of the above tips apply 
to cars as well. Lock car doors 
as soon as you enter the car. 
Don’t open windows more than 
three inches. Check the car visu- 
ally before getting in. Look for 
Suspicious people in the area. 

¢ If a situation or place looks 
bad and causes a sense of appre- 
hension, stop and don’t go any 
further. Try to avoid situations 
and places common sense tells 
you are dangerous. 

¢ Last, know what suspicious 
- activity is and report it to the po- 
lice. Remember suspicious activ- 
ity is any activity at any time that 
makes a person look twice. And 
if you aren’t sure of what you 
saw, call the police department 
immediately so the situation can 
be investigated. 

¢ Be aware and keep your 
safety in mind.

voted against it. While the bill 
had “a lot of good things in it,” 
he felt that it was an overreaction 
to past scandals involving mem- 
bers of the legislature. The 
Cardin Commission, which had 
recommended the legislation, pro- 
posed regulations comparable to 
those applying to federal legisla- 
tors. Hubbard noted that Mary- 
land legislators are part-time and 
that by regulating the types of 
jobs that delegates and senators 
could hold, the law would pre- 
vent some people from holding 
office. Hubbard feels that the 
state can’t and shouldn’t do that. 
Local Legislation 

In his presentation, Senator 
Green emphasized legislation 
benefiting Greenbelt and other 
municipalities. The city is to re- 
ceive one capital grant of 
$40,000. It is to be used for the 
repairs, already underway, to the 
Mother and Child statue at 
Roosevelt Center. He shepherded 
through the Senate a bill to pro- 
vide Y2K liability protection to 
local governments, provided they 
do certain things in advance of 
the new year. 

On county elections, Green re- 
ported that a bill was passed re- 
quiring that the Board of Elec- 
tions purchase new, modern vot- 
ing machines before the 2000 
federal election. Another law, he 
said, will “nudge” the current 
election administrator, Robert 
Antonelli, to an “early retire- 
ment.” Green was obviously un- 
happy about the conduct of re- 
cent elections in the county.

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Education 

To help improve education, 
Green noted that state funding 
would be increased by 11%. Be- 
cause of the high rate of non-cer- 
tified teachers in the county 
schools, 18%, and because retired 
county teachers were getting 
teaching jobs in other jurisdictions 
because they were prevented from 
working here, Green said a bill 
was passed that would permit re- 
tired teachers to come back to 
county schools and not lose their 
pensions. He also noted that 
funds were added to give new 
teachers bonuses to lure them to 
work for the county. 

Pearl Siegel raised the issue of 
funding for Prince George’s Com- 
munity College. Although there 
was a 16.9% increase in state 
funding, Siegel complained, se- 
niors now are required to pay a 
$50 registration fee. Green noted 
that seniors still did not pay tu- 
ition. He said that due to TRIM, 
the county government had not 
been increasing its share of sup- 
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port to the community college. 
Someday he hopes that it will be 
possible for everyone to have ac- 
cess to a college education. He 
would like Maryland to follow 
Georgia, which permits free access 
to everyone in the state with a B 
average or higher in high school. 
Discrimination 

Alan Turnbull asked Senator 
Green about unsuccessful legisla- 
tion to prohibit discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation 
that Governor Parris Glendening 
had sought. He noted the bill 
was lost in Green’s Senate com- 
mittee. Green said that 
Glendening had become upset 
about the bill’s failure to obtain 
passage, but later apologized. 
The bill came over too late, he 
said, and the committee chair 
lagged in putting it on the 
agenda. As a result, the bill was 
successfully filibustered in the 
last days of the session. 

Green feels. that there is a 
need for five amendments, of 
which the governor has accepted

The city’s position was 
challenged by resident Don Comis 
and others who felt the city should 
not withhold information from any 
newspaper that wanted to print it. 
In response the city notified the 
Post that crime news would be 
made available if a Post staff per- 
son called and asked for it weekly. 
Since then Greenbelt’s crime news 
has again appeared in full, now in 
the Prince George’s Extra edition. 
Asked whether the Post was re- 
quired by any other political juris- 
diction to make weekly requests for 
crime news, Mark responded that 


others. In other words — no. Most 
jurisdictions FAX in their news, 
she explained. Arlington sends 
theirs by e-mail.

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
explained to Mark that he did not 
share the view of the rest of coun- 
cil.
